Sarah Lett, a colored-woman, was the first.

“I know Dick Hawes; I knew May 
Hawes and saw the body at tie under- 
taker’s shop and identilied it; I saw her 
alive the last time on Monday night, 
December 5, at Fannie Bryant’s house, be- 
tween Gand7o’clock. I was at the house 
halfan hour before any one came. Hawes 
came to the house and said to May: 

‘Daughter, you thought I was not coming, 
didn’ t vou?’ 

“She said: 

**No; L knew you would come.’ 

“She hugged and kissed him. Hawes told 
l’'annie Bryant that he wanted her to go down 
town the next day and fix up his room. She 
asked him when he was going, away, and he 
said atJo’clock. Vannie asked him when he 
would get back, and he said he would be back 
Tues: lay or Wednesday. Hawes then took 

the left hand, and they left the 


Witness then described the dress and hat 
worn by May on that night, and ideutified the 
hat when it was shown hier. 

On cross-examination the witness said that 
the hat looked very much like the one worn 
by May. Witness said she saw Mrs. Ilawes 
the last time on Thur. sday before the Monday 
hight she saw May at Fannie Bryant's.

THE LITTLE UNPLEASANTNESS 
between the president and the secretary of the 
interior over the candidacy of Ex-Governor 
Stone, of lowa, for land commissioner jwas to- 
day settled through the intervention of Sena- 
tor Allison. It was agreed that Stone should 
be made deputy commissioner, and that the 
first place should be held until some lawyer 
of the requisite ability could be found who 
would accept the position of commissioner at 
the existing salary. Stone has been promised 
a promotion in case the appointee resigns. Or-

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THE CORONER'S JURY CONDEMNS A 
CERIAIN ORDINANCE. 


EXONERATING ALL INDIVIDUALS 
Connected With the Affair—The Jury 
Charges the City of Atianta With 
Gross iacitmeriese 


The engine houses of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment are heavily draped in mourning, and 
the hearts df the firemen are heavy with sor- 
row over the death of their brave comrades. 

All Atlanta mourns the terrible calamity. 
I’ verybody talked about it yesterday and the 
sorrow seems universal. 

The Verdict of the Jary. 

The coroner’s jury rendered a verdict severe- 
ly censuring the city yesterday. ‘ 

It accuses the city of Atlanta with gross 
negligence in not tearing down the walls of 
the Jackson building Tuesday and averting the 
sad catastrophe of Wednesday afternoon, when 
two brave firemen lost their lives. 

The verdict reads: 

“We, the jury empannelied to Inquire into the 
cause of the death of Uarry O. Howell and W. P. 
Leach find, from the evidence adduced, that they 
caine to their death by ihe aceidental falling of the 
west wall of the Jackson building, on the corner of 
Alabama and Pryor streets, while in the discharge 
of their duties as firemen: and while we attach no 
especial blame to any individual we consider that 
the city of Atlanta has been guilty of gross neglect 
in not tearing down those walls by Tuesday noon, 
And we desire to express our strongest condemnas 
tion ofsuch ordinances of the city as made such 
neglect possible, and urge the necessity of the imme- 
diate repeal of the same.”’

The Testimony. 

Dr. J. C. Avary summoned the jury yester- 
day, and after they had viewed the vodies of 
the dead firemen, they repaired to No, lengipe 
house at three o’clock to take testimony. 

Mrs. Leach was represented by Arnold & 
Arnold and Mr. Albert Howell appeared for 
Mrs. Howell, Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson ap- 
peared for Captain Harry Jackson and Mayor 
John T. Glenn represented the city. 

The first witness examined was Mr. A. C. 
Bruce, architect and city inspector of build- 
ings. 

Mr. Bruce testified to having gone with Mr. 
Irby and Mr. Leo, in response toa comimuni- 
cation from Mayor Gienn, to examine the con- 
dition of the wallion Tuesday morning early. 

They found that the walls were in a dan- 
gerous condition. and so reported to §the 
mayor, Which report was published in THe 
ConsviruTion Wednesdy morning. Mr. Bruce 
did not tninkSthat the walls could have been 
pulied down Monday, and believed that every- 
thing was done that could have been done to 
have them taken down. 

He thought that two days was a reasonable 
time in which to have got ready for the work, 
and that more than half aday would Lave 
been consumed in the work. 

MK. LEO'S OPINION. 

Mr. Gustave{£&. Leo, architect and inspec- 
tor, testified that they found the western wall 
leaning inward one and a half feet, and the 
other walls leaning inward, something likea 
crushed paper box. 

He considered the walis dangerous, and 
hoped that noone would enter the building 
until they were taken down. So strong was 
he impressed with the fear of an accident that 
he took personal pains to get. the inspector’s 
report into the papers as early as possible, so 
as to warn the people of the danger. 

When asked how the walls should have 
been taken down, Mr. Leo explained that they 
could have been thrown down by means of 
ropes in the way of “a sling’ thrown about 
the building. Still, he thought that Captain 
Jackson had done all that could be done to- 
ward taking them down. 

MAYOR GLENN’S STATEMENT, . 

On taking the stand Mayor Glenn said that 
so soon as Chief Joyner came to his office 
Monday afternoon and told him that he 
thought steps ought to be taken to throw down 
the walls, he —— the order to the city engin- 
eerand building insnectorsto exainine the 
ruins and report on theircondition.

THE FOURTEEN DAY LIMIT. 

Mayor Glenn explained that the ordinance 
governing such matters makes it the duty of 
the mayor to order the inspectors and city en- 
gineer to examine all dangerous walls and re- 
port back to the mayur and council. The lat-

have the walls taken down. If this is not done 
within fourteen days the city proceeds to re- 
move thom at the expense of the owner. 

Mayor Glenn stated that he considered the 
emergency in this case such that he decided to 
take the responsibi lity of ordering the walls 
taken down at once, and he found Captain 
Jackson as anxious to have it done as himself.

MR. JACKSON'S STATEMENTS. 

Mr. Som Cobb Jackson stated that the po- 
lice had taxen charge of the building immedi- 
ately after the fire began, and he and his fath- 
er considered them in charge at tie time of the 
fire. Re 

Iie corroboratad the letter of € aptain Jack. 
son to Mayor Glenfi in regrrd to having em- 
ployed Mr. Carbolly to take down the walls, 
and said that they were both-anxious to have 
the walls taken down us soon as possible. 
They could not be thrown down without dan- 
ger, and Mr. Carbolly had the lumber on the 
ground early Wednesday morning to brild the 
scaffolding nesessary to remove them with 
safety. . 

Part of this scaffolding, he said, was now in 
»0Sition, and the work was being hurried es 
ast as possible. 

Mr. Tom C. Dodd testified as to how tho 
men were killed by the falling wall, he having 
seen them as they ran out. 

CHIEF JOYNER’S NARRATIVE 

Chief Joyner began at the beginning of the 
story. Hetold of how difficult the fire had 
been to manage, of his notifying Mayor Glen: 
of the danger of the walls, and how he had 
gone with his men to the tire in response to a 
still alarin and telephone calis. 

The fire was barning ip alot of cotton bat- 
ting on the second floor and in a heap of heavy 
manilla paper in the first story. He had 
thrown water enough on the fireto float the 
building, but that the fire would burrow about 
in the paper and cotton siuff— and 
break out at various points, and 
= ey wero coamatio’: to keep a constant 

fatch on it to prevent a disastrous couftlagra- 
tio n. 

‘They had gone in there to try and fot tho 
paper out of the way so the water could be 
thrown on the fire, and the others had gone up 
into the second story and were playing a 
stream on the fire in the batting. 

Chief Joyner said that he had always beeu 
more careful of his men than they were of 
themselves. He never sent a man to a place 
where he would not go himself. He was in 
there with the men, at work side by side with 
them, and when they ran out they came to- 
gether. 

Ile simply escaped by running a little the 
faster. When the heavy shock of thunder 
came he turned anid looked toward the Dodd 
building and saw the men on the sidewaik 
beckoning; he cried out to the men torun, 
and they all sprang forward.§ 

As he passed from under the wall, ho 
glanced upward and saw it descending not ten 
feet above his head, and the rush of air almost 
knocked him down as it crashed behind him. 

He said that firemen were required to sign 
an agreement tiat they fully understood the 
difficulties aud accepted the responsibilities of 
the situation and would not hoid the city liable 
forany damage that might occur tothem in 
the discharge of their duties. 

Chief Joyner said that he considered the sad 
eceurrence purely providential. His men died 
in the discharge of a duty that was unavoidable 
and he himself only escaped by a hairsbreadth 
the same [i 

In answer to the question as to whether the 
insurance men had anything to do with direct- 
ing the work, Chief Joyner said most emphat- 
ically that they did not. The men were act 
ing under his orders alone. They were not 
trying to rescue property, but to get at the fire 
tc prevent it spreading 

FOREMAN EMMEL. 

Foreman Jake Emmel was pnt upon 
stand, and he said that all he could do was 
corroborate the statements of his chief. The 
latter never ordered a man where he would not 
go himself, and frequently ordered them away 
from perilous positions. 

‘He never had me to put tip a ladder but 
what he goes up first himself to see if it is 
safe,’ said Mr. Emmel. The jury was but a 
few minutes in makipg up its verdict as above 
written. 
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Mayor Glenn Talks. 

After the session of the coroner's 
CONSTITUTION man usked Mayor Glenn 
the matter. The mayor said: 

“The present ordinances of the city are clear, 
On a report tothe mayor that any buildings or 
walls are ina dangerous condition, it is the 
duty of the mayor to direct the butiding in- 
spectorsand the city engineer to inspect such 
buildings or walls and report the result to the 
mayor and general council, and upon tliis re- 
port the mayor and general council can order 
the owner of the bi ilding toremove it or se- 
cure it. If he fails at the end of fourteen days 
the mayor and general council can have it 
done at his expeuse. Up to that time they are 
powerless to interfere. The law gives the 
owner that length of time in which to remedy 
the condition of the Puilding, presuming that 
he will do so as he is liable if any injury hap- 
pens from his own negligence. 

“On Monday morning Chief Joyner reported 
to me that these Jackson walls were danger- 
ousand [immediately directed the city engi- 
neer, and the building inspectors to examine 
the walis and report their condition. On 
Tuesday morning they made a report -which 
has been published in the papers. I at once 
delivered this report to Chie] Joyner, with in- 
structions to show itto Captain Jackson, and 
request that he have the walls immediately 
taken down. On Wednesday morning | issued 
an order to have the walls taken down at once, 
and sent the order to Captain ——— lie 
replied that he had contracted with Mr. Cor- 
bally and Mr. Lind to have them taken down 
immediately. Uncer the ordinances I had no 
power to issue this order, but [ assumed the 
authority, believing that the emergency 
would justify it. Mr. Jackson was as anxious 
as anyone could be to have the walls takeu 
down. I[ directed the chief of police on Mop- 
day and again on Tuesday to have policemen 
present to keep the peop Je from going near 
these walis, which was done, and is being done 
today. At the next meeting of the general 
council I intend to recommend that the ordi- 
nancé be so changed as to authorize the mayor 
to act at once upon the report of the building 
inspectors, and giving him power to order the 
wails, or buildings, or any other dangerous ob- 
jects removed without delay.”

The funeral services of Harry 0. Hiowell 
were condueted at the residence, 75 Chapel 
street, at four o’clock last evening.

section 7 of article 3, of the rules goverulng the 
board ot education, is to thds etfect: 

“The committee on course of study and text 
books shall _ annually examine the course 
Or the study prescribed for the schools 
and shall recommend to the board at the 
regular niecting in A} Til of cach year such improve- 
ents in the course ot siudy and such changes in 
ihe text books as they! may deem expedient, and 

bo ch anges in the text books sliall Re inade u nie Ss 
referred Lo the Committee aud adopted by the board. 
Inthe execution of these dut es, the committee 
sau have the aid of the superintendent, and may 
likewlse call the priucipais ol schoois to thelr as- 
sistance, There port of the committee shall lie on 
the table till the May session following, until final 
uction by the board,”’ 

That ts the section. 

At the last meeting of the board Mr. Blancbard, 
chaitman o1 the committee on course of study and 
text books; Suggested that some rule of secrecy be 
formulated in reference to this annual report made 
by his committee. The matter was referred to the 
Committee ou rules. 

It Was on tnig matter that Mr. Bray, as chairman 
Oi the comlnit lee Ou ruljes, reported yesterday. 

Mr. Bray, in bis report, recommended the adop- 

ion of @ new rule which was in (be nature of an 
amendment tothe last sentencein sectiun 7th, 
q“uvled above, 

it Was to this effect: 

‘that the report of the commit ee on text books 
Shall lic on the table till the Muy session following 
before fmial action by the board, and tnat it any 
member of the board shall, before action upon 
tliis report, speak of any of its contents to 
anybody he shai be liable to impeac hment by the 
board, and if the Superintendent or principal of any 
school shall divulge the contents of said report, or 
aDY sani thereol, Gismissal from oftice shall be the 
penait 

Mr. Simi th moved the adoption of the rule as re- 
commended by the committee on rules, 

Mr. Moran took the floor and strongly opposed 
the a He said that the board of education was 
i public body, and that the public had a right to 
know of itsactions, ‘Che commissions of the mem- 
bers of the vourd came fi om the mayor. They were 
elected by the city council. They were but the crea- 
tures of the council. No member of the board 

of education was answerable to any other membe. 
fo rany information which he saw fit to give thd 
public. He did not recognize the right of the boary 
lo lmpeach auy member for the violation of any 
such rule. Jf the rule should be adopted he woulje 
not respect it. He would cxercise his right 
of getting in:ormation trom intelligent 
citizens in reference to the report and would yote 
upon it fh May to the best of bis abiliiy, 

Mr. Moran read from the act oi the legislature 

authorizing the mayor and council to establish the 
public schools, and the ordinance of the 
council enumer ailug the powers of the 
board of education, He showed that no authority 
was given the board over individuals members. The 
people are interegted inthe books to be studied by 
their children, and he contended that the members 
of the board had a right to give them information 
about them and get their vievs in return, 

()Mr. Smith said that he would give the reasons 
wHicil proMpted the cominiiee on text books to 
recomiinen d the rule, 

The aunual report of the committee is handed to 
the — ia April, and kept for one month before 
Act upon it by the board, in order 
hat “the members may sill dy it thor- 
Oughly be fore taking final action at 
the May mceting. The reasons tor keeping the 
contents of the report secret were that the town 
Was full of representativesof book concerns, andif 
the contents of the report were made public the 
committee and members of the board wouid be 
greatly @unoyed by solicitors. Ordinarily, 
the public had a on to know what 
public bodies do — there was au exception in the 
case of comuinittecs. og wi ek of committees was 
Lot usually made - ublic until it came up for action, 
This report comcs nian acommiutice, and is held 
in obeyauce fol o11e moth, at 
the end of which line the board 
will take final action upon it. He did not see why 
a portof the comunittee should not be kept 
secret until it was iinally acted on. 

Mr. Dianchard stated that the main 
of the rule was to keep the book 
away from. the committee. They had had 
enoughtrouble with them already, If Mr. Moran 
had gone through with whst the committee had 
goue through with, he would note to file the report 
away and keep the contents secret until final ac- 
tion. 

Judge Hammond favored the reportin part. He 
agrecd with Mr. Moran that the board had not the 
power to impeac h-—-but though that part could be

Mr. Bray objected tothis view. ie did notsce 
how the board,could have a rule wai simply 
amounted to a request Which would bind only those 
who voted forit, He wanted to know how a body 
could adopt a rule and fix no penalty tor its’ viola 
tion.

Itseemed that the board 
had no right tomake rules, except for superintends» 
ents aud teachers—could make none for the board, 
If that was the position he would not report 
any yore fruleg . for ihe government of 
the beard. He had reported thig rule 
at the request of the board. He declared that unless 
a rule was obligatory upon a body it would be nil. 

Mr. Moran said: ‘die city couneil is supp eed to 
e'ect men ot pr obity and inteili.ence to the board 
of education—men who know whento hold their 
tongues. | differ hones'ly from members, and don’t 
think {t proper for aspersions to be cast on memibers. 
I oppose this rule because it tends to star chambers, 
rings, bargains, These words do not apply to the 
present nor to this board, but people may come 
aiteruson this board in the mutations of politics 
who would take corrupt advantage of an unwise 
rule like this. Therefore, I say let the Nght shine 
through our actions.”’
